Fiscal Analysis

ASSUMPTIONS:

1. The prior legislature already appropriated spending authority for these grant funds in FY 2003.

2. The funds will be released to Montana upon compliance with the Lychner amendment.

3. Funds can be used to provide law enforcement, crime prevention, and drug prevention services.

4. Approximately 7 to 10 new programs at the local level could be funded if these funds are released.
5. Crime Control Division can administer these grant funds within existing resources.
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6. The bill adds some categories of offenders to the list of sexual offenders who must register.

7. The bill revises the condition for offenders who must register upon entering a county.

8. It deletes some offenders from the ones who can petition to stop registering after 10 years.

9. It also deletes level 3 offenders from those who may petition the court to reduce the level designation.
These provisions do not affect the number of offenders in custody or under supervision, and therefore do
not impact the Department of Corrections.

10. This bill would ensure the state receives $253,800 in federal special revenue that would be lost without its
passage and approval.

11. The net impact to fund balance is $0 each year because there would be no expenditures if there were no
funds received.
